Some of the Great Floods of History. 


It becomes interesting to note some of 


the great floods of history. 
One of the 


most notable was that which, according to 
the old historian Camden, washed away 
Earl Godwin's lands oa the coast of Kent, 
and left only the Godwin Sands. Holland 
has famished many a coast flood. At Dort, 
in 1416, the sea broke in, through the 
dikes and drowned the people of seventy- 
two villages, in all 100,000 person". The 
dikes failed in 1530 and [.early 400,000 
people died. The celebrated Bipon flood 
in Yorkshire was in 1771, and in 1787 over 
2,000 persons lost their lives by the sadden 
torrents from the mountains of Kavarra. 
In 1813 the overflow of the Danube drowned 
2,000 Turkish soldiers, on a small island 
near Widdin, and in Silesia the floods 
practically ruined the French army nnder 
xUcDooald. The Vistula overflowed and 
broke its dikes in 1829 and swept awa> 
10,000 cattle and 4,000 houses. 


Two famous floods in France were those 


of 1840 and 1846. The former was in the 
sontheast, and upward of one thousand 
looses were swept away by the Rhone. 
The other was in the central and Booth- 
western part of France and destroyed $20.- 
000,000 worth 
of property, including 


numerous costly railroad viaducts. 


By the busting of the reservoir at Lorca, 


n Spain, twenty square leagues were dev- 
astated and over cne thousand persons 
drowned, April 14, 1802. The property 
damage was estimated at $7,000,000. 


The giving way of the dam of the Brad- 


ford Beaervoir near Sheffield, England, on 
March 21, 1864, let loose a flood which 
swept fourteen miles of valley in two hours 
and caused a loss of $1,800,000, besides 
drowning 250 persons. This is the disaster 


hich is made to figure in Charles Beade's 
i'at Yourself in His Place." The area 


of the Bradford Eeservoir was seventy- 
eight acres, and its dam at the highest 
>laoe was ninety-five feet bigh. 


The Williamsburg, Mass., disaster was 


on May 17, 1874. The dam of a 100 acre 
reservoir gave way, and $1,000,000 worth 
ot property was ruined. One hundred and 
illy persons lost their lives. 


The Johnstown Beservoir accident of 


Friday night last week surpasses all similar 
casualilies in every respect. This reser- 
voir had an area of over twenty-eight 
landred acres, and its waters when (reed 
torn confinement devastated an area of 
lucdreda of equate miles.

What He Has to S»y About the Organi- 


zation of Congr***. 


WISWHOTON, Jan* 7.—Between times 


is they are occupied in running after 
ofhoes for their constituent*, the Bepnbli- 
oau Congressman are thinking very seri- 
ously of the trouble they may have before 
them in getting tbe House in working 
order. All Speakerahip oandidates, while 
they are keeping quiet, are hard at work.

increase* this to six or seven 
ID order to

many more than that number have not 
been absent. In order to have a quorum 
there will hava to be a binding agreement 
entered into with every man, pledging 
himself to be iu bis seat at 12 o'clock and 
act to leave the ball of tha House autil 
there is a reofsa or adjournment. Bat 
even with this agreement tbere is the 
matter of sickness, which may keep mem- 
bers away, and it cannot be helped. If 
the Democrats are disposed to fight over 
tbe adoption of the new roles and the 
settlement o( contested election cases, and 


if they determine to filibuster, there is a 
block at once. I think there is great dan- 
ger in it. All parliamentary law recog- 
nizes the right to make motions to adjonru 
over to a certain time and to take a recess, 
Now, by repeating these motions, the 
House may be held powerless. Why, I 
could take such a man as Sam lUndall, 
and, by using tLese motions, we could 
prevent tbe swearing in of members and 
bold tbe House unorganized for a fnll term 
of two years.

V VIRTUE OF THE POWER COSFEflREl 
by the lavs of tbe State of Nevada, tbe Board 


of County CommiMlonen in and for Waauoe ooun- 
ty, do ordain: 


Szcnoa 1. Tbe fire limit* of Reno ahall be 


bonuded u follows, to.wit: By a line conimenc 
ing at in the center of the intersection of West and 
Fourth sheets, thence running easterly with .be 
center of Fourth street to the center of tbe inter 
section of said street and Peavine street; thence 
southerly with tbe centre of laid street to the 
Trncke* river, thence westerly with the meanders 
of Slid riv*r to a point which would be reached by 
Ihecenttr lineof Weet street extended southerly, 
thence to the place of beginning. 


SEC a. All buildings bercaiter erected within 


the said Fire Limits ahall be made and constructed 
of brick, atone or iron, or of combia«t!onaof then 
materials, and every building of brick, stone or 
Jrjii or of a combination of these material*, that 
(ball be newly roofed or covered, (hall be con 
structed with side-walls or party-watte of brick or 
stone or both, and such Bide.walU and party.»all» 
shall extend from the foundation to tbe top of and 
jhrough the toof of toe building, and said rool 
ahall be covered with each material as will afford 
protection against are, and said walls shall,be so 
constructed aa to separate all wood work thorough!} 
and completely, in all cases such separation shall 
not be less than four inches, of he Interior and 
eiterior of such building, from all and every part 
of tUi interior rtnd exterior of any adjoining build- 
ing; and every «uch side-wall or pany-wall (hall 
pass through the roof of the building to which li 
may appertain In such manner M to break en- 
tirely any communication of wood whatever be- 
tween such rooi' and other building. The term 
building, as used In this section, shall not include 
privies or water closete, providing tbat they are 
used exclni vely u privies or water closets, and 
are not attached to, or do not form a part of, any 
other structure or building used for other pur- 
poses. Tbe covering of all roofs of buildings 
within the fire limits shall be made and construct- 
ed of metal or aspbaltum, covered with gravel or
